Tyndalc, R. K. Jones and H. O'HaRan 
actcil as judges. Bert Trcmainc act- 
ed ns chairman. Prof. Tyndalc, on 
iiKikinR known llu- judges' decision, 
ofTcrcd .some advice to the dcbafcr.s- 
cxplainitiB that much was to be g.iincd 
by refuting an opponent's points. The 
judges found that the subject matter 
and style of the affirmative was much 
hitllîrr lliaii that of the nCEalivc. This 
had inneh to do with ihcir dcci.'ion. 
Bert Trciuaine expressed regret at the 
poor attendance owing to some error 
ill the time of the meeting. 

The debate was opened by Scott, 
who advanced his points in an excel- 
lent manner. He remarked that the 
Liquor Commission docs not stop il 
licit dealing; this is quite evident by 
the number of cases in the courts each 
day, and again that it encourages the 
traffic of liquor. Prohibition is not the 
cause of criminals* The quantities of 
grain used in the manufacture of spir 
ituous liquors would greatly relieve 
the famine districts of Europe. Liq 
uor in the home is encouraged, thus 
bringing the children in contact with 
it and furthermore total prohibition Is 
not a blow to personal liberty.- 

The first speaker on the negative 
read considerably from new.spapcr 
clippings which illustrated his argu- 
ments. Prohibition has increased the 
use of drumland of bootlegging. The 
early pione^^Med liquor as a protec- 
tion against the cold and the Trench 
habitant was accustomed to imbibe 
freely. If prohibition existed in Que- 
bec what would Ontario do? The 
dangers of alcohol exist only in excess. 

Fisher, as the second speaker for the 
affirmative, quoted opinions of seve- 
ral noted authorities on alcohol. Tt is 
a poison in the smallest quantities 
Intoxication makes a man a fiend and 
is the cause of much trouble. Alcohol 
is a drug and the rcvcntte derived from 
liquor by the Government is less than 
the loss of efficiency through its use 
It is the greatest social poison, and is

In the R.V.C. Convocation Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. Ur. J. L. Joshi, of 
the College of liaioda, India, addressed 
for the first lime a body of Canadian 
students. For more than an hour he 
held his audience under the spell of his 
oratory, as he outlined the present con- 
ditions of India, and the causes leading 
to these conditions. He deeply impress- 
ed his hearers not only by his own per- 
sonality, but also by the fact that he 
carries an urgent message to all students 
in the United States and in Canada. 
The reception connnittee consisted of 
Dean Laing, flic Rev. Canon Shatford, 
and ^liss Ilurlbatt. U. K. Jones, 
president of the Canadian Club, occu 
pied the chair. At the conclusion ot 
the meeting a hearty vote of thanks to 
the speaker was moved by Miss Alice 
Sharples.<^, .\rts '2,3, and was seconded 
by David Cowan, also of Arts '23. 

Dr. Joshi began by saying that ihi- 
pcople of to-day arc living in a great 
period of history. The Gnsrt War 
brought out a strong sctisc of kinship 
between different races and nations. 
.Side by side ihcy fought for the saint 
ideals, with many an examiile of heroism 
and self-sacrifice. But in peace times 
•his spirit of heroism dies readily, and 
it should be one of ithc man ends of cdu 
cation to foster and keep alive this 
spirit. 

-At the present time there are many 
hindrances in the way of this ideal. 
The most powerful o'f these is thai of 
race. Each people according- to its geo- 
graphical position and climatic condi- 
tion inherits a bundle of itendcncics that 
arc peculiar to them alone. Thus, though 
the war has done much to bncak down 
the prejudices that have arisen amongst 
the various races, efforts should be made 
to bring about greater harmony, and 
better understanding between them. One 
of the best methods of attaining this 
ideal is by exchanging professors and 
students of the different unri'ersitics of 
the coimtries concerned. 

India, in ancient time, according to 
the speaker, was the home of wealth 
and the meeting-ground of culture and 
Races was dîveloped from within itself, 
civilization. The culture of the Yellow 
and for centuries held themselves aloof 
from the rest of the world until the 
beating of modern civilization against 
the g.-ites of .the old forced an interming- 
ling of the two.

Dr. Stephen Lcacock was the guest o 
honour and chief speaker at a meeting 
of the Cercle Français at the Union last 
night. An exceptionally large attend- 
ance was present to greet his remarks 
with enthusiastic applause Tis subject 
was "The Study of l.aniîuagcs." He said 
that some people know liim as an econo- 
mist; oth'^rs as a humorist, but his real 
"métier" is the study of languages. He 
had studied Latin, Greek. Gothic, k\- 
gcbra, French and Ijernian. ul which .'Vl 
gcbra and German were the hardest lan- 
Kii.iK*js to learn. The speaker stated thai 
he holds Latin in great respect and be- 
lieves that this language is necessary as 
a basis for all other studies. He re 
counted the difïicullîes under which be 
had sUulied Krencli in Ontarki, :uul stat 
ed lhal Mclîill was uniquely suitable for 
the proper study of that language. He 
felicilaicd the Ccrrle on the good wor 
it was doing in promoting the study ot 
French. 

IVforc Dr. Lcacock Çpnko, there was 
a debate on the subject: "Resolved, that 
the English Language is su|>erior to the 
I'"rench Language." 

Buzxell and Taprcll, both of Comm. 
'23, spoke for the affirmative, while Mil- 
lingtoii. Comm. '25, and F'ranklin. 
Comm. '2.3, spoke for the negative. The 
judges were Prof. DuRoure, M. Ga- 
houry and Duncan. The negative won. 

Dr. Leacock congratulated the debat- 
ers on tlie excellent manner in which 
they presented their subject.

Mr. George F. Wriglit, of the Montreal Star, in speaking before 
the Daily stafT on Monday night, said that the gripping interest of 
journalism lies in the fact that, to the newspaper man, each day is 
essentially a separate imit.

^rpcwriter and starts his work on a CLEAN sheet of paper. True, 
he makes mistakes, for even he is human, but when tiie morrow 
comes, the mistakes of yesterday are things of the past and he starts 
. agfain on a frcsli, unwritten page. 

• But cannot we, as ordinary humans, apply this principle to our 
own lives? It is certainly a fact thalreach day is linked very closely 
with the next but there seems to be one time of tlic year at least, 
when w« can take unto otirsclvcs the idea of the clean, unwritten 
page. And that time is not far ofï for the year is growing old anc 
weak and his feeble hands will soon give over the reigns of ofïicc 
to his youthful successor. We arc on the very edge of the season of 
good cheer; the season of the spirit of givhig; and the season o 
resolutions. 

• How many of us, with the coming of the New Year, fervently 
vow to keep in the straight and narrow path and never to err as 
in the past? What a foolisli habit it is for how few can even re- 
member the good resolutions they made for the year 1922. Who ... 
there that can point to himself or to herself and honestly say, "I have 
kept my New Year's resolutions"? Even the mere idea flavours 
of the ridiculous and causes ns to smile and to laugh inwardly. 

But there is one thing we can do and tiiat is to put the mistakes 
of the past behind us and carry on with us, as our annual income, 
.the good which wc have gleaned. We cannot come nearer perfection 
by making resolutions and then forgetting all about them. Ev«n if 
they were adhered to, the last case would not be much better than 
Ae first because the good people in question would undoubtedly 
flprout white wings and float away to the land of the good. 

What we need to remember is simply this: The New Year is 
as yet a clean and unwTitten sheet and we are the workmen who are 
'■ to do the writing. We shall all make mistakes, big and small, anil 
day 'by day we shalj add material, good and bad, to our personal and 
annual volume. Twelve months from the first of the year the uni- 
versal press will once again begin to sing and each of us will place 
another copy of our works upon the shelf. Will it be a success or 
a failure? A difficult question to answer but at any rate the copy 
wiUbeourown.

THE HABIT OP THOROUGHNESS 

. "Efficiency" is the watchword of the world today. Opportitnity 
for the man of capacity is indeed great but inefficiency pays a heavy 
price. Everywhere the competent and the thorough-going arc in de 
raand, while the incompetent and the shiftless are in the discard 
True enough, not all have tlie good fortune to be endowed with 
natural ability, but certainly many of those elements which go to 
makt up "efficiency" can be developed. It is in college that we 
devëlope ; and our college life determines to a great extent what our 
later life will be. 

— - ■ 

V IvMuch of what is implied by "efficiency" as commonly used in 
•' present day life is merely thoroughness. Thoroughness produces 
what is popularly termed a business-like bearing, and in itself is a 
habit of doing things in a certain way. Like all other habits it is 
easily acquired and depends little on the abilities of the individual. 
It it without doubt an invaluable habit. 

"If students go through college /without forming the habit of 
doing things thoroughly they must certainly be inefïicient' and be- 
■ yoni all doubt open to the scathing criticism of the world. But it 
' .is not the colleges that should be blamed nor the student class as 
a whole; in fact, it is the individual alone. The statement has been 
Sj^made that ^he college man does nothing well but what he likes. 
T'thiii.^tTh3Lp& is not confined to college men, but it is nevertheless 
wo^hy of consideration by them. Many individuals while at college 
tlhdoubtedly assume this attitude. They avoid doing anything they 
,4oii.'t like if it can possibly be avoided, and aim only to "get by" in 
;. the-work they do not like but cannot avoid. In other words, à slip- 
shod, half-hearted way of doing things is developed. Great discrim- 
ilMition is drawn between the important and the supposedly uivm- 
i: portant thing, the latter gaining far from thorough attention. It is 
; jiiflt in connection with these seemingly trivial things that this habit 
éf "slip-shod'ness" takes its rise.

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Reflections of a Rebel 

Some time ago I set out upon a 
quest after a particular bit of knowl- 
edge. I wanted to find out nothing 
less than the difference between good 
art and bad art. It had been worry- 
ing me considerably. I would go to 
% 04;icert by Heifetz or Rachmaninoff, 
and learn next day that the particular 
things which I had most admired were 
regarded byi the local musical critic as 
eisentlally trivial and worthless. I 
would visit an Exhibition of Paintings 
with an artistic friend only to discover 
that while we had some likes and dis- 
likes in common, we were as the poles 
asunder in most of our preferences. 
I would derive a great deal of enjoy- 
ment out of 8 book like "If Winter 
Comes," and then read scathing criti- 
cisms of it by the book reviewer for 
"The Dilletante," to say nothing of a 
^lost of other leading periodicals in 
England and America. 

Was it possible that there was some- 
thing wrong with my taste? I shud- 
dered at the thought, but I faced it as 
bravely as 1 could . Here were a num- 
ber of people, certainly better acquaint- 
ed with these various fields than I 
was, who said yes where I said no, 
who ridiculed where I applauded, who 
shed tears of joy where I was left un- 
moved. They were specialists, I was 
the veriest aiiiatctir. Tliry evidently 
"knew whereof they spoke." Where 
r differed from them, I must be wrong, 
and they right. I was a plebian, a 
Philistine, an outsider. 

I had lost much of in3' Fclf-cstccf, 
but none of my curiosity. I was still 
anxious to k'liow what was wrong. I 
wiintcd to find out what kind of meas- 
Mt'iiig-rod these critics used, how they 
judged between the good and the bad. 

My n"est began. I spoke to some 
of my friiMids. ardnit seekers after 
knowledge like myself, but they had 
nothing now to offer. I conceived 
what seemed to ine then to be a bril- 
liant stroke. I visited a young lady 
of my acquaintance who was an accom- 
lilislicd pianist. She played a number 
iif things, représentative of several dif- 
ferent .schools of mtisii-. There was 
a good deal of Ghopin, sonic things 
from Liszt. Schubert and Wagner, and, 
among the "moderns," Debussy and 
Ravel . 

\Ve chai'.etl ahout music for a while. 
.My own iirci'erciu-c was for Chopin, 
hut in her opinion Wagner's music was 
far superior. I asked her why, but 
she did not know, or could not tell 
li e. She just knew that it was bet- 
ter. .She liked Ravel (who seemed 
to my tiiitulorcd ear to be a mere 
jumble of discords put together heller- 
skcllcr), not because he had really ac- 
com(ilishcd anything artistic, but be- 
cause of the new technique which he 
^was perfecting. I heard a lot about 
"fifths" and "sevenths" which I can 
not remember. What I do remem- 
ber, however ( I wish I could forget 
it), is the pain infiiclcd upon me by 
a long quartet of Rovel's, with four in- 
terminable movements, to which I had 
to listen not so long ago. 1 wonder- 
id wliy lechnical demonstrations were 
not restricted to the laboratories, in- 
stead of being forced upon a harmless 
and unoffending public. I was too po- 
lite to say so. 

So far, negative resujts only. 1 
made one more attempt. 1 visited the 
studio of my artist friend, and told him 
what f wanted. He took me to the 
.\rt Gallery, and we strolled around 
in search of illustrative material for 
our discussion. We found one group 
.of pictiu-es i)aiuted in glaringly bright 
■ .'olours, covered with what appeared 
to I11C to be misshapen figures in' all 
sorts of itiipossible poses. Futurist 
style, niy friend told me; very striking, 
very interesting; destined to play a 
great role in the art of the coming 
vceneratioii . 

Humbled as 1 was by what I con 
sidered my previous failures, I was 
content to"^let him have his way'. He 
had been overheard, however, by 
young fellow who, as it turned out 
'ater, had had several of his paintings 
'accepted"; a warm discussion follow 
.'d. The stranger thought the futur- 
ist paintings were rubbish, and said so 
plainly; my friend was equally em- 
phatic in their defence. I caught a 
f few words here and there— "firm 
^ lines," "fhoughtfulness," "impression- 
ism" and the like, but the discussion 
is a whole was far above my head 
. The one thing that I carried away with 
me was the fact that there was strife 
in the camp of the specialists, and that 
in spite of my willingness to accept 
their standard, there were considerable 
difTiculties in the way. 

Whose judgment should 1 accept, 
.■iince these men were of about equal 
•itanding in their specialty? Whose 
standard should I adopt in making my 
own judgments? Perhaps (disturbing 
thought!)— perhaps there was no stan- 
I'dard. Perhaps it was all a matter ol 
I taste, concerning which "non eit dis- 
rpufandum." 

.\ fine end to my long pilgrimage af- 
ter knowledgel I decided to wander 
off in an entirely new direction. I 
would leave the artists, who were per- 
haps able merely to create, and not to 
criticize, and turn to the art critics. 
F'ossibly I might find in their writings 
some unanimity. I tried it, and only 
plunged the deeper into a morass of 
conflict and controversy. 

What a chaps of opinions! No soon- 
er had I become convinced that truly 
great art ^jufs^^ntain a grenat mes- 
*^t^t miflOpES^po noble aspirations 



and a good life, than I was told that 
"art for art's sake" was the guiding 
principle, and that the moral signifi- 
cance of a painting did not matter a 
row of pins . No sooner did I embrace 
the doctrine that it was the function of 
art to create an ideal world, a beau- 
tiful world, to which we might repair 
as a relief from sordid realities, than 
I read that art was the mirror of life, 
and that there were no realities sordid 
enough to repel the sincere artist or 
mean enough to be excluded from true 
art. Picking an acceptable standard 
from this mass of contradictions was 
much more difficult than finding the 
proverbial needle in the equally pro- 
verbial haystack. 

I gave it up. Only one conclusion 
seems open to mc, namely, that there 
is at present no established and veri- 
fiable standard which can decide be- 
tween good art and bad, and that con- 
sequently no one class of people has 
the right to assume that the art which 
it enjoys is essentially better than the 
art which ohers enjoy. After all, 
what's sauce for the goose is not nec- 
essarily sauce for the gander. Art 
which is good for some people may 
mean nothing to others. It is all a 
question of individual taste, which is a 
most complex thing, made up of one's 
temperament, one's rapacities, and 
ones previous e.xperience. In the king- 
dom of art, everyone is his own ruler. 

A very unsatisfying conclusion, you 
will say. Yes, in a way, but it has its 
compensations at that. I can now 
enjoy "At Three o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing" without feeling guilty, and I may 
even dare at times to express my ap- 
preciation of "If Winter Comes," .the 
critic for "The Dilettante" to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. Was it Ajax 
who defied the lightning? Well, I 
can now defy Ajax. It is a most com- 
forting experience all round. I can 
cheerfully recommend my conclusions 
to all those who sigh for freedom from 
authority in this as in all other fields 
of human investigation. — "X"

Books One Reads 

THE BRIGHT SHAWL 
By Joseph Hergesheimer 

It would be ridiculous to claim even 
respectable place among the novels 
of the year for ^Ir. 1 lergcsheimcr's 
latest effort. But even the gods have 
been known to err and an unbounded 
respect for one of the most charming 
of present-day American writers in- 
duces one to look upon "The Bright 
Shawl" as a temporary lapse rather 
than as a sign of definite decay. 

Placed side by side with that little 
gem of a one-volume triology, "Three 
Black Pcnnys", for instance, "The 
Bright Shawl" hardly seems to be the 
product of the same pen. None of the 
characters really live with the possible 
exception of the central figure, Charles 
.\bbott, and he is such an unconvinc- 
ing mixture of callow, impetuous youth 
and moneyed listlessness, that we are 
at times tempted to throw up our arms 
in despair. La Clavcl, who is appar- 
ently intended to provide the feminine 
"interest," is the sort of person one 
might encounter at the stage-door of 
almost any fourth-rate theatre. The 
others move about in the general haze, 
merely carrying their dreamy, soft- 
vowellcd Spanish names through the 
two hundred pages of the book. 

But I ask of you quite frankly what 
can one expect of a story that leads 
one into this sort of a paradoxical tan- 
gle in its infant stages. "The whole 
desirable affairs bad been one — the fig- 
ures of his loves and destinations, the 
passes and glorietas and parques of the 
city, now, he had heard, so changed, 
formed a unity destroyed by the miss- 
ing of any single element." 

"The Bright Shawl" is something 
akin to our human conception of the 
Universe; in the beginning a nebulous 
haze, at the end an impenetrable fog, 
and in tjjc middle a series of events. 
Charles Abbott goes to Cuba with the 
puerile intention of freeing the island 
from the Hispanic yoke. His efforts 
are futile and he is packed off to the 
United States by the authorities like 
a . naughty school-boy, after indirectly 
causing the death of a number of his 
friends, including La Chavel, whose 
obstinate devotion is returned with a 
degree of frigidity that makes cold 
shivers course up and down one's 
spine. 

Every now and then , Mr. Herges 
hcimer waves La Clavel's bright shawl 
at us as a sort 'of hypnotic experiment. 
He sets aside a skilfully turned para- 
graph or so to describe its intricate 
weave and the exotic glow of the blues 
and the oranges and the magentas. 
He explains that the bright shawl is 
a symbol, but neglects to tell us what 
it symboiizes. We feel that he chose 
the title of the book first, and had to 
work in some local colour later on as 
a matter of duty. When all is said 
and done, however, there still remains 
Mr. Hergcsheimcr's really brilliant 
prose, a prose at times almost liquid 
and voluptuous that lends itself so 
well to the depiction of tropical scenes. 
The charitable reader will forgive the 
author his failuré' to write a psycholog' 
ical novel of the type he undoubted' 
ly aimed at for some of the descrip 
tivc passages. Of course Mr. Herges- 
heimer falls short of masters of tropi- 
cal literature such as Pierre Loti or 
Mr. Francis Brett Young, but some 
to be with the bright sun shining 
down onto the white streets, the hum 
of his sketching of Havana as it used 



and stir of the restaurant life, and the 
picuresque though sinister touch of the 
royal troops in garrison, is really won- 
derful. I became quite stirred over 
some of the colouring and then Charles 
Abbott would stroll upon the scene, 
and nothing remained in my heart but 
an intense longing to give him a meta- 
phorical kick that would (send him 
hurtling far, far out into the~sparkling 
blue waters of the Caribbean.

Plays and the Like 

HIS MAJESTY'S 

It was interesting at His Majesty's 
on Monday night to look round upon 
the audience and notice what a large 
percentage of them had attained a ripe 
and mellow age. For though the 
comic operas of the immortal Gilbert 
and Sullivan are a tradition in them- 
selves to be passed on unfaded to each 
succeeding generation with the plays 
of Shakespeare and John Gay's "Beg- 
gars' Opera", the figure of that vete- 
ran actor. De Wolf Hopper, is to so 
very many a cherished link with the 
playgoing days of twenty and thirty 
years ago. It did. not seem to matter 
a \vhit to the listeners that his voice 
was almost gone, and that he had al- 
most to croak through hfs part, be- 
cause of an attack of bronchitis, every 
flash of his versatile gift of comedy 
brougl|t forth a round of warm ap- 
plause, and every song had to be sung 
again. It was a splendid tribute to 
:i veteran actor from those .who had 
seen him upon the boards many a time 
in the past. 

It would be a waste of time and 
space to dwell upon the "Mikado" it- 
self. Every song and every line is, 
or ought to' be, perfectly well known. 
Its repetition in one Gilbert and Sul- 
livan revival after another only serves 
to bring out the vital quality of the 
satire and the undying appeal of its 
many melodies. We can still concur 
with all sincerity in Ko-Ko's list of 
those worthy of instant execution, not 
omitting the lady-novelist, and the 
delicate indictment of the venality of 
those in high places has certainly not 
lost its sting. . ', 

Despite the unfortunate loss of his 
voice Mr. De Wolf Hopper's interpr^;- 
tation of the role of Ko-Ko, the Lord 
High Executioner, was charming. 
Perhaps to those who claim that the 
comic operas of Gilbert and Sullivan 
are classics in the very strictest sense 
of the word, his acting may at times 
appear a little too broad. They might 
object, for instance, to his warming 
his hands and feet at the footlights 
while singing that age-old little ditty 
about the flowers that bloom in the 
Spring tra-la. But these are minor de- 
tails. Next in order of merit come 
those two veteran actors, Mr. Water- 
ous and Arthur Cunningham, as the 
pompous holder of a multiplicity of 
high offices and the Mikado respec 
tively. Mr. Duffey as Nanki-Poo was 
very careful not to overdo the senti- 
mentality of his lyric passages, a task 
which requires not a little careful re- 
straint. It is a pity that Yum- Yum 
is quite so tall, as it rather spoils the 
effect of the group scenes with her 
two chubby little sisters. 

Last but not least comes the chorus, 
a chorus which really is a chorus in 
every sense of the word, and not mere 
ly an aggregation of individuals with 
imperfectly trained voices, who have 
learnt how to carry clothes and walk 
up and down a stage without stumb 
ling all over themselves. The chorus 
of the De Wolf Hopper company can 
sing and they do. 

The "Mikado" will be played at both 
performances today and again on Sat- 
urday night. For the remainder of 
the week, "H.M.S. Pinafore."

THEATRE PARISIEN 

The Parisien company is giving two 
plays this week: A short^ serious three- 
act comedy (comedy in French does 
not mean farce), and a one-act farce. 
In these two plays they strikingly con 
trast their powers of interpreting solid 
and light roles, and the advantage is 
all in favour of the former. 

Miss Dartois does not appear in any 
of the scenes of either sketch, and Mr 
Montcil is on the stage but a short 
time in "Le Chauffeur", the fç^rcc. 

"Main Gauche" is a triangle story, 
simply, told, and calling at times for 
sincere and difficult work. Miss 
Djimmy, Miss Riviere, Mr. Dervey 
and Mr. Gilles are consistently good 
Mr. Therval occasionally, in serious 
moments, forgets that he is not sup- 
posed to portray his usual good-nat- 
ured self, and interrupts what should 
be a tragic passage with a sunny and 
effect-damaging smile; but if he could 
suppress his humorous tendencies a lit 
tie better, he could make verj; much of 
his part. Miss Djimmy's diction is 
at times rather loud and harsh, but 
she shows proper restraint in her role, 
and does not overdo her pathos. Miss 
Riviere is always a good actress, and 
if she were not so familiar to her aud- 
ience in characters where she is lov 
able, could make herself cordially hat- 
ed by the skill with which she does 
sincere to the highest degree; it seems 
a pity that he rarely takes a leading 
part. Mr. Gilles specializes in old 
men, but we have seen him carry dit 
ferent parts in another theatre with 
considerable ability, and should like to 
sec Jiim undertake a major role with 
the Parisien company. 



"Lc Chauffeur" features Paul Mon- 
teil, Mr. Descart. Germaine Gerard 
and Gabriel Jacques. There is noth- 
ing to the play, but il affords oppor- 
tunities for a lot of slap-stick, which 
is his forte, on the part of Monteil. 
As a back-ground, the other three fit 
in fairly well . Miss Gerard leaves one 
a little cold, bec.iusc she does not un- 
bend enough for the part she is sup- 
posed to take. Andre Descart can al- 
ways be relied upon to know his lines, 
and to carry his share of the perform- 
ance with credit to himself. Gabriel 
Jacques would seem well qualified to 
do one type of part only, and that type 
is certainly not that of a burly me- 
chanic. 

The entire performance might aptly 
be termed "nothing to think about". 
The plays themselves are not in the 

least extraordinary, and if they are 
made to interest the audience (and 
they emphatically are) it is due to 
ability on the part of the actors and 
good direction.

dia was developed by peoples entering 
it 3000 years before the birth of Christ, 
and as they were outnumbered by the 
savage inhabitants they were forced to 
build walls of cxclusivencss around 
themselves. Thus their centres of cul 
turc were enclosed in the different cen- 
tres of population. Then came the Ma 
hommedans, with their civilization, and 
so much vitality was contained in their 
religion that to-day over 275,000,000 
pjoplc arc dominaitcd by its influence 
The Hindoo conception of civilization is 
that of self inseparably connected with 
the spirit. They consider the universe, 
.said Dr. Joshi, not material, but of 
the spiritual order, and while endeavour 
ing to connect himself with it he allies 
his religion very closely with his every 
day life 

The Hindoo produced the first great 
literature in the ancient Sanskrit. To- 
day its philosophy is still used by mil 
ions, because it shows itself possesed 
of immense vitality. The literature took 
the form of Epics, which were written, 
and of folk-lore, and traditions tliàï 
were transmitted down the centuries 
through the medium of memorj'. The 
epics were of great interest, for they 
constituted the Bible of the people and 
the source of education. Music was 
taught, and was enjoyed by the masses. 
By its means the different sects were 
bound together. The epics were used to 
convey morals and instruction to the 
people.

population of India are able to read or 
write in any language ' the general in- 
telligence is very great. Illiteracy is a 
modern test of education. In India the 

works arc memorized, not written. The 
priesthood would select promisijig young 
men and taught them all they knew. 
These in turn transnuttcd their know- 
ledge to others. This was the only me- 
thod of instruction and memory became 
the great part of human life on which 
the works lived. 

When India had become, by these 
means, a land of culture tlie Mohamme- 
dans came, IheTi the .-Xrabs. who were 
followed in their turn hy llie Tartars, 
Gurkhas and Mongols. 'I hï; last invad- 
ers had no appreciation of the arts, ajid 
they drove the learned to the hills where, 
cut off from the great body of the peo- 
ple, they retained the best part of the 
culture. 

The ad\"ent of modern times, Dr. 
Joshi claimed, brought a new sense of 
toleration amongst modern peoples, and 
with it came invention of gunpowder 
and the steam engine. The lattJjr brought 
about the most momentous change in 
India. India, which up to this time had 
been the world's manufacturing centre, 
now could not compete with machine- 
made goods, and as a result she was 
called on only for her raw products 
that were curried to English factories. 
In India all the handicrafts and arts 
were wiped out, and the people were 
forced to fall back on the land for their 
existence. From intensive cultivation the 
land became barren and famines began 
All itbis was a direct result of the in- 
vention of the steam engine. 

In continuing, the speaker said that 
about the year 1832, English statesmen 
and missionaries had begun to feel that 
they had a certain moral ohliga.tinn to 
India. Lord Macaulay founded English 
Universitîis with the object to trail 
them in English, and to encourage their 
participation in the larger affairs of 
their country. After 60 years of experi- 
ment the success in this branch of na- 
tional life has not b'cen very great. 
Many college graduates arc being pro- 
duced each year and the problem of 
finding places for them is increasing 
enormously. Again, many of thcsj men 
arc dreamers -to the exclusion of Indian 
culture. There is an agit.ntiou against 
this system— an agitation to return to 
their former system of education, while, 
at the same time, the best elements of 
modern civilization are absorbed. An- 
other great defect in Indian affairs is 
the lack of capable leaders, who might 
discover new paths which would lead the 
people to a position of importance in the 
world . 

In the United States Or. Joshi finds 
a condition of affairs in education that 
is highly dangerous to the future great 
ness of the country. He referred to t' 
highly specialized scientific education 
whic bis obtainted to the exclusion of cul- 
ture. Love of culture for its own 
sake is the best sign of a cultured coun 
try. Scientific students should develop 
the cultured sfdé'of'thcir lives for the 
mental strength and" moral reserve that 
it will bring them. 
In closing his address Dr. Joshi .show 
that there was a great nl^ed for a 



peoples of the earth. This could tM 
brought about most easily by ' having uri- 
vcrsities in different countries excliapg- 
ing professors and students. By this 
means each would get the ideals and 
culture of the other. This has already 
been tried on a small scale with a sue* 
cess that merits a larger co-operation. 

The meeting was one of the most suc- 
cessful yet held by the Canadian Club,- 
and a continuation of the high order ol 
their selection of speakers.

Lewis gun work, tak- 
ing orders by signal and a miniature 
I)attlc were tlic most important things 
done by the McGill C.O.T.C. during 
their stay in Shawbridgc last week-end. 
Work, however, did not occupy all the 
men's lime, there being many free 
lionrs on the day's schedule, louring 
their .srare time the men indulged in 
singing and dancing in one of the vil- 
lage stores.

The majority of 
the men went to their work heart and 
sold and towards the end of the prac- 
tice the work began to !ic carried out 
with snap and precision . 

Sunday Morning 
Kevrillc was sounded at 6:30 a.m. 
The absence of a bugle gave Lancc- 
Corporal Hyde an opportunity to dis- 
play his vocal powers. In re.-;pou.-o to 
them, an orcliestra composed of two 
men.

The lirsl had, as its pur- 
pose, the conquest of Shawbridgc, 
while the ri-;;.; :.:!, ; of the men under- 
took the cUiiK.v ui' that imporiaiit 
town. Th( iii-s; scpiad was given 
forty-five Illimités start in which to 
take up their positions. . During this 
time, Captain Leach outlined their 
work to the men who made up the de- 
fending squad. The defenders then 
marched to the Farm Mouse where 
they received large reinforcements, in 
the shape of men belonging to the 
farm. Each C.O.T.C. man was al- 
lotted a certain ground to look- after 
and two men were placed under his 
charge to assist him in carrying out 
his duties. From a military stand- 
point the afternoon's manoeuvres 
were not successful, though each man 
in the party thoroughly enjoyed him- 
self. In running over the work done 
during the afternoon, tiie officers 
pointed out that it was a failure be- 
cause of the men's imperfect under- 
standing of the orders.

McSIlL STUDENTS 
HEARD DR. R. JONES 

Very Interesting Lecture on 
Speech and Hearing 



Last niglil. In lore an intcreslcd audi- 
iiice. composed of members of the 
Northern Electric Engineering Society, 
and -McGill students, Dr. R. L. Jones. 
Transmission Engineer of llic .Vortlicrii 
F.hctrir. Co., gave an illustrated lecture 
on the physical proparties of speech and 
hearing. 

In his introduction the speaker c.\- 
pliiined how the primitive man conveyed 
his thoughts to his fellows by means of 
grimaces, gestures and sounds. By con- 
stant use tliKSC .sounds were fveiitually 
grouped together to form a language. 
The tcli;«)honc has been the final step in 
vocal communication, greatly tinhaiv:ing 
the range of the voice and also enabling 
llie si)caker to address eiioriiKius gather- 
ings with tciiial facility as when speak- 
ing to one or two persons. 

I"-ollowing this introduction the doctor 
enumerated the organs of speech and ex- 
plained their functions. He classified the 
various spcfccb .sounds and by means of 
lantern slides showed the formation of 
the siieech organs in sounding them. 

Through the courtesy of the North- 
ern lîlectric Co., apparatus was furnish- 
ed the lecturer, which enabled him to 
reproduce sounds of varying intcnsity. 
Several CNiicrimoiits were made that e.x- 
lited :i great dtal of interest, and at the 
close of the evening quite a number of 
those present remained to view the ap- 
paratus.
